Murdered In 
Well On Farm

Gruesome discovery wae made 
by R.C.M.P. officers of the Smoky 
Lake detachment Tuesday when 
the badly mutilated body of Mrs. 
Mary Boyarchuk, wife of Sem 
Boyarchuk, who ended his life by 
hanging last Friday, was found 
buried in a shallow, dry well 
close te the farm home. 

The woman's throat had been cut 
and her body severed into two 
parts. R.C.M.P. officers of the Ed- 
monton detachment stated Wednes- 
day that they believed the dead 
woman had been buried in the 
grave as long ago as last October. 

The body of the woman was 
brought to Edmonton Tuesday 
night and a port-mortem examina- 
tion was conducted Wednesday by 
Dr. John W. Macgregor, assistant 
pathologist at the University of Al- 
berta. Dr. E. A. Braithwaite, chief 
provincial coroner, stated that the 
examination revealed the woman 
had died from the throat wound. 

An inquest into the death opened

(AP)—The defence committee of 
the Pan-American conference un- 
animously adopted a resolution to- 
day expressing sympsthy for 
Axis-occupied countries and assur- 
ing recognition to their govern- 
ments carrying on abroad. 

Delegates said the big test of Pan- 
American solidarity—action on the 
resolution to break off relations with 
the Axis which Argentina has said 
she would oppose—would come to 
committee vote probably tomorrow. 

Hopes that Argentina might fall 
into line on the proposal to break 
relations with the Axis were dealt 
a blow last night by Argentina's 
acting president, Ramon S. Castillo, 
who said in Buenos Aires his gov- 
ernment could not modify its atti- 
tude toward the proposal. 

Castillo’s assertion was generally 
accepted here as meaning Argen- 
tina had definitely decided against 
joining the other American nations 
—at least for the present—in form- 
ing a solid anti-Axis front. 

Of the 20 other republics repre- 
sented here, Chile is the only one 
whose stand on a proposed joint 
break with the Axis is in doubt.

LONDON, Jan. 21—(BUP)

The war office made it known 
that it had consulted Russian 
specialists in London on means to 
check the spread ef typhus te 


British and British-contrelied 
areas, 

Health Minister Borwn said that 
the ministry of health also had 
completed arrangements to prevent 
the spread of typhoid fever from 
eastern Europe and that local auth. 
orities would be able to effect im- 
mediate large - scale inoculation 
whenever advisable. 

The Daily Mail reported that the 
government, quietly preparing 
against the spread of typhus as well 
as typhoid, had taken special pre- 
cautions in port towns. 

An official spokesman said today 
in a formal statement: “There has 
been a marked increase of typhus 


or jail fever on the German side 
of the Russian front. 

“There has been an increase also 
in southeastern Europe. 

“No statistics regarding the 
nember of cases are obtainable. 
From motives which can be un- 
dersteed German authorities have 
preferred to keep figures most 
secret.” 

A government spokesman had 
said in the House of Commons yes- 
terday that a typhus epidemic 
which had assumed dangerous pro- 
portions in eastern Europe had now 
reached Spain and that therefore 
the government was doing all it 
could to immunize its troops in the 
Middle Bast. 


‘Churchill Not 
To Broadcast 
Talk In House 


LONDON, Jan. 21. — (CP) — 
Prime Minister Churchill, with 
his finger on the pulse of the 
House of Commons, withdrew to- 
day his own motion to permit an 
electrical transcription for later 
broadcasting of parliament's 
forthcoming review of the war in 
the Pacific. 

After he had counted parliament- 
ary noses overnight, the Prime 
Minister announced good-natured: 
ly: “Since there seems to be such 
a difference of opinion about this 
motion, I don’t intend to stress it.” 

Leslie Hore-Belisha, former sec- 
retary of war, and other critics call- 
ed the withdrawal a democratic ges- 
ture, 


LION'S SHARE 

The objection to the motion was 
that the Prime Minister's recording 
would get the lion's share of the 
radio time, with little or none for 
his critics. 

Mr, Churchill had wished to 
have his own remarks recorded so 
that by electrical transcription they 
could be broadcast to the United 
Kingdom, the Dominions and the 
United Nations, and thus spare him 
the necessity of repeating his 
House of Commons speech in a 
special broadcast. 

In withdrawing his motion, the 
Prime Minister explained: “My 
reluctance to do the same thing 
twice over on the same diay 
arises less from fatigue than from 
8 certain inartistic quality nat- 
urally inseparable from such a 
rehash.” 

It was noted that Mr. Churchill's’ 
broadcast proposal was made im- 
mediately after his return from 
North America, where he made a 
great hit with speeches before the 

Canadian parliament and the Unit- 
ed States congress.

Japanese front-line dispatches 
Claimed battle flags of the Rising 
Sun were advancing southward 
along the Malayan west coast “in 
spite of gunfire from enemy ships” 
in the Strait of Malacca, which lies 
between the Malay peninsula and 
the Netherlands East Indies island 
of Sumatra. 

British military quarters con- 
ceded that Japanese troope—ap- 
parently arriving in small posts 
which hugged the shore—contin- 
wed to land along the Malay coast 
during the last 24 hours, striking 
shead of the main Japanese invas- 
fon army te harass the British 
west flank. 


Strong Japanese pressure also was 
reported against a British communi- 
cations highway running southeast 
from the Muar river sector, 90 miles 
north of Singapore ,where British, 
Australian and Imperial Indian 
troops are struggling to halt the 
main Japanese onslaught. 

It was in this sector that Tokyo 
claimed 20,000 Imperial troops 
were trapped. 

A Tokyo broadcast claimed Jap- 
anese forces yesterday captured 
Segamat, 95 miles north of Singa- 
pore, aftr a seven-day attack against 
positions defended by the Australian 
8th division and fortified to a depth 
of 35 miles. 


OTHER DEVELOPMENTS 


Other fast-breaking developments 
included: 


1—Netherlands East Indies—The 
Netherlands high command quoted 
“reliable reports” that Japanese 
troops had occupied the entire Min- 
ahassa Peninsula, northeast arm of 
Celebes Island, but “paid dearly for 
this conquest.”

BAG 12 JAP PLANES 

3—Singapore.—Japanese bomb- 
ers again struck heavily at Britain’s 
$400,000,000 island fortress today 
but paid a high toll. Twelve of the 
raiderg were shot down amid pro- 
longed attacks on residential dis- 
tricts. On the basis of 10 per cent 
ag a heavy loss, this would indicate 
that at least 120 Japanese planes 
were used in the assault. 

4 — Burma. — Imperial Tokyo 
headquarters claimed that Japanese 
forces now striking into British 
Burma, China’s backdoor for war 
supplies, “annihilated” defence 
troops in an attack near Com- 
meander, 16 miles northeast of Jap- 
anese-occupied Tavoy, in southern 
Burma. 

British headquarters at Ran- 
goon, the Burmese capital, declar- 
ed that Thai-Japanese forces 
which struck from the Thailand 
border yesterday toward the ime 
portant port of Moulmein in 
southern Burma had been check- 
ed near the frontier town of 
Myawaddi. 

In the Philippines, a United States 
war department bulletin said Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur's American- 
Filipino defence forces had driven 
back the Japanese invaders with 
heavy losses “in particularly savage 
fighting” on the Batan Peninsula.

Farm Groups Would Strike If Necessary To Get Hearin 
Robt. Gardiner 


Are Prepared To Take 
Militant Action For 
Solution Of Problems 


Members of the United farmers of Alberta agree with a 
recommendation from the United Farmers of Canada (Al- 
berta Section) that the proposed new amalgamated. organ- 
ization be sufficiently militant to go to the extreme of or- 
ganizing a farmers’ strike in order to obtain legislation to 


give them a fair deal.. 
‘The suggestion that the now or- 
ganisation provide for imple- 
menting of “direct action” in ite 
constitution was discussed during 
consideration of the plan to 
amalgamate the two groups at 
the U.F.A. convention at the 

Macdonald hotel Tuesday night. 

Following a lengthy discussion 
centering around the advisability 
of a farmer organization taking di- 
rect action in order to obtain its 
demands, the delegation felt that 
the inclusion in the clause of the 
need of a two-thirds majority vote 
of the membership before direct ac- 
tion were taken, would act as & 
6afeguard against action which may 
prove injurious to the farmers’ 
cause, 

Four of the six basic points, pro- 
posed by the board of directors of 
the U.F.A, following the joint ses- 
sion of the U.F.A. and UFC. 
boards of directors last Saturday, 
were passed as recommended. 

Item five, dealing with the name 
of the amalgamated organization, 
and item six, dealing with the po- 
sition of the U.F.A. co-operatives, 
was postponed to be taken up at 
the earliest possible moment dur- 
ing Wednesday's session. 


OUTLINES POINTS 

Chester O. McGowan, president 
of the U.F.C., submitted a brief 
letter to the U.F.A. convention out 
lining the six essential points of 
amalgamation and asked their con- 
sideration on them, stating that the 
joint meeting had _ tentatively 
agreed upon the first five. 

Plans are to have the two bodies 
of delegates meet in a joint session 
Thursday or Friday to act on rec- 
ommendations of the two separate 
bodies. 

The following six points were 
submitted by Mr. McGowan: 

1, Non-political clause; 2, bona- 
fide farmer clause; 3, direct action 
agreed; 4, compulsory member- 
ship; 5, name; 6, The position of 
the U.F.A. co-operatives. 

These were read by Mr. Gardiner 
at. the early afternoon session who 
further explained the method in 
which the U.F.A, board of directors 
tackled the question at their. session 
Monday. 

As a result of their discussions 
Monday the U.F.A. board of direc- 
tors recommended for discussion at 
their convention the six points out- 
lined in the following manner: 


FOR DISCUSSION 

4—That in the event of amal- 
Kamation the new organization 
shall not take direct political action 
unless and until a plebiscite of the 
members approves by a two-thirds 
majority. 

2—Membership in the new or- 
Zanization shall be obtained in one 
of the following ways: (a) by join- 
ing a local of the organization. Such 
membership shall be confined to 
farmers resident on the land or per- 
sons Whose major source of income 
is the farm. 

(b) By becoming a member at 
large or an associate member, thus 
providing for those who participate 
in the co-operative activities of the 
organization, who may not be clig- 
ible for full membership, and 

«c) employees of the organization. 
Members under classifications (b) 
and (c) shall not have voting pow- 
ers. 

3—That we accept the principle 
of direct action as advocated by the 
U-F.C., providing that such action 
shal] first be approved in a plebis- 
cite by a two-thirds majority of the 
membership. 

4—That when the new organiza- 
tion comprises fifty-one per cent of 
the farmers of the province, power 
shall be sought frum the Provincial 
Government to enforce membership 
by levy or compulsory payment of 
dues \ 

§—In regard to the name of the 
new organization, no recommenda: 
tion is made. The matter is referred 
to the Convention in full session. 

@—That the Co-operative as at 
preseAt constituted shall remain 
owned and controjled by the new 
farm organization. 


EXCHANGE SPEAKERS 

It Was further arranged that each 
group exchange speakers during 
the afternoon. J. Lyle McMillan, 
Edmonton, first vice-president of 
the U.F.C., outlined the history and 
objectives of the U.F.C. to the 
U.F.A. delegates and at the same 
time Robert Gardiner, U.F.A. pre- 
sident, addressed the U.F.C. gather- 
ing on a somewhat similar topic. 

Mr. McMillan traced the his- 
tery of the organisation and 
atated that the membership new 
stands well over 6,000 bona-fide 


farmers, 4,000 ef whom have 
joined within. the past three 
months. About 1,300 members 


were signed up since January 1, 
Mr. McMillan stated. 

He explained that the constitu. 
tion of the U.F.C, has been con- 
structed following careful study of 
the weaknesses and strong pojnts 
of the U.F.A. and numerous othe: 
farmer organizations across Amer- 
ica. 

MAJORITY SAFEGUARD 

Considerable disqussion centred 
around the first point, several dele- 
gates expressing their opinion that 
there may be danger giving away 
too many of the principles. on 
which the U.F.A. organization has 


cJoeen built and thus failing to pro- 
tect phases of the constitution that 


has been valuable to the organiza- 
tion. ' 

Mr. Gardiner explained that the 
reason for the. insertion of the 
Clause asking for a two-thirds 
majority for decsion te enter 
pelitics, was that it was their de- 
tire to follow out the organisa- 
tlon’s policies on as democratic 
principles as possible. 


As a safeguard against any snap 
decision on the part of future 
members of the organization, it was 


the wish of the board that the two. 
thirds majority clause be inserted 
in the resolution, Mr. Gardiner ex- 
plained. 


He disagreed with the demand 0’ 


the U.F.C. for complete disassocia- 
tion from politics at all times in the 
future, on the grounds that it was 
not up to the present members to 
lay plans for what future members 
are to do or not to do. 


PLEBISCITE FIRST 

The U.F.C, organization expressed 
a desire that at no time in the 
future and under no circumstances 
is the farmer organization to enter 
the field of politics. They argued 
that the organization function under 
a union system. similar to that. of 
the Brotherhood of Railwaymen. 

After considerable discussion 
the U.F.A. delegates passed un- 
animously the following resolu- 
tion to cover the first point: “That 
the new farmer organization take’ 
No direct political action unless 
and until a plebiscite be taken 
and two-thirds majority approve 
such action.” 

After discussion on the second 
point deviated considerably from 
the question at hand J. K. Suther- 
land appealed to the délegates to 
face the issue on a basis of the 
future to the farmers of the prov- 
ince and to compromise, if. such 
will be necessary to accomplish 
amalgamation, 

Another delegate asked that triv- 
ial differences be forgotten and that 
amalgamation be formulated in the 
cause of the united farmers of this 
province, 

The second point was passed un- 
animously after several queries 
about life members and members of 
occupations dependent directly upon 
farmers for their livelihood were 
answered, 


“DIRECT ACTION” 

Liveliest discussion of the day's 
program centred around the “direct 
action” clause. P. S, Beat felt that 
No direct action clause should be 
necessary as the farmers would get 
all they asked for once they were 
organized 100 per cent. 

Mr. Gardiner, in answer to a 
query, explained that the meaning 
of the term “direct action” was tak- 
ing direct steps, even to the extent 
of calling a farmers’ strike, to ac- 
quire farmer demands. 

J. N. Wheatley, felt that inclus- 
fon of such a clause in the new 
constitution would be unnecessary 
ae it was impractical for farmers 
to strike, especially during the 
war. He felt that a square deal 
could be obtained without direct 
action as long as the farmers or- 
ganized 100 per cent. 

James Bentley expressed the opin- 
ion that the farmer organization 
might well be more militant than 

the U.F.A, organization has been. in 
the past. . 

Several delegates stated that they 
favored the inclusion of the clause 
on the grounds that the two-thirds 
majority clause safeguards any ua- 
wise action thal may be contem- 
plated in the future. 
RECOMMENDATION PASSES 

The recommendation as submitted 
by the directors was passed with 

several dissenting votes. 

Item four, dealing with compul- 
sory membership in the proposed 
new organization, was passed un- 
4 atid with very little discuss- 
ion. 

At this point the convention ad- 
journed with a suggestion that items 
five and six be taken up at the 
earliest possible moment on Wed- 
nesday. 

Prior to the business meeting 
the delegates participated in some 
community singing with H. P. 
Brewn, of the department of vis- 
ual instruction, department of ex- 
tension of the University of Al- 
berts, as the leader. 

Rev. Daniel Young, B.A., ministe; 
of the First Baptist church, spoke 
briefly on the need of man today to 
look in three directions—look in 
look out and look up. He stated that 
freedom, justice and honor will re- 
main with all if they keep looking 
up. 

Norman Priestley, Robert Gar- 
diner and A. B. Wood alternated as 
chairmen during the evening ses- 
sion, while Hugh Allen presided

DR. NEWTON SPEAKS 

Dr. Robert Newton, acting presi- 
dent of the. University of Alberta, 
addressed the 500 visitors and 
delegates on the topic, “Prepara- 
tion for the Peace”. 

He discussed the topic from three 
aligles, the loca) aspect, the na- 
tional aspect and the international 
aspect. Under the local aspect he 
emphatized that now is the time 
to “dig in” and at the same~time 
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Approves Union 
Farm Bodies 


Hope that the United Farmers of 
Canada (Alberta Section) and the 
United Farmers of Alberta will 
see fit to amalgamate was express- 
ed Tuesday afternoon by Robert 
Gardiner, Calgary, president of the 
U-F.A., when he addressed the 
U.F.C. convention in the Masonic 
Temple. 

Mr. Gardiner'’s address was 
coupled with. an address given a 
the U.F.A. convention in the Mac- 
donald hotel by Lyall McMillan, 
first vice-president of the U.F.C. Thy 
hope that he expressed regarding 
the proposed amalgamation followed 
closely the footsteps of a statement 
made by Chester O. McGowan, 
U.F.C. president, at opening sessions 
of the U.F.C. meet Tuesday morn- 
ing, when he said that his organ- 
ization was “perfectly willing” to 
become, with the U.F.A., a single 
association of farmers, provided cer- 
tain principles of his group were 
adhered to. 


POLITICAL ISSUE 

Mr. Gardiner conveyed the greet- 
ings of his organization to the 
U.F.C. and briefly made reply to 
some of the criticisms which he 
said had been levelled at the U.F.A. 
in the past. 

“We have been criticised for 
going into politics,” Mr. Gardiner 
said. He stated that this was 
done because the organization 
bel'eved at the time that such was 
in the best interests of the 
farmer. 

“To tie your hands too tightly 
against taking a part in politics is 
not in the best interest of the 
farmer,” he said. He asked that 
in the event of the amalgamation 
being realized, a constitution be so 
worded that a two-thirds majority 
would decide whether or not the 
new organization would take poli- 
tical action from time to time. 


NAME PROBLEM 


Referring to a feeling among 
some members and executive mem- 
zers, Shat a new organization. would 
have to function under a new name, 
Mr, Gardiner stated that the U.F.A. 
“has been the most successful farm- 
ers’ organization we have ever had 
in this country. We are not asham- 
ed of that name,” he said. “And I 
hope it will not be the crux that 
will keep us apart.” 

“I am not new to either the farm 
union movement or the trade union 
movement.” Mr. Gardiner said. “I 
came here from a country where 
land was looked upon as Owned 
only by the privileged classes. | 
came here, first to Saskatchewan to 
build a home for myself and fam- 


to be careful not to over-expand, 
particularly in the agricultural in- 
dustry. He listed rural road con- 
struction, eradication of weeds, 
painting, improved gardening, and 
profitable crop production as some 
of the phases of local reconstruc- 
tion. that could be tackled now or 
immediately after the war. 

He quoted a clipping from a well 
known scientific magazine which 
stated that “Economic planning is 
the main cause of destruction of 
political freedom and of promotion 
of complete collectivism’. The 
speaker stated that he was not fully 
in accord with the statement, but 
that from a national aspect its text 
stands for Serious consideration, 
if conditions are to be improved. 

He argued that national plan- 
ners have failed on numerous oc- 
casions because of lack of de- 
tailed knowledge. He suggested 
that decentralization of decisions 
is a necessary aspect to national 
preparation for the peace. The 
man on the spot should have 
more opportunity to give off in- 
formation, he said. 

In our price system we must in- 
clude a social price, he explained 
He emphasized that real freedom 
can be enjoyed only if problems 
are solved co-operatively and if ex- 
ploitist action is eliminated. 


ECONOMIC UNION ; 

He explained that the Canadian 
government has already set up a 
national committce of reconstruc- 
tion which is studying the question 
of soldier rehabilitation, use of army 
skills in civilian life, peacetime use 
of munitions plants, and more de. 
centralization of industry, 

In dealing with the international 
aspect of. peacetime reconstruction, 
Dr. Newton used three terms of 
the Atlantic Charter as a basis from 
the standpoint of the farmer. 

He stressed that isolationism must 
be done away with, and that there 
must be equal access to raw ma- 
terials and to trade. 

An ecenomic union of nations 
which could promote such schemes 
as & world wheat pool would go 
8 long way toward eliminating 
fear and want, he stated. 

Dr. Newton explained that the 
power of production of the indi- 
vidual farmer has increased to U6 
times the output of 1789, and that 
such a state of affairs must be 
reckoned with the West. 


BACON PRODUCTION 

The huge increase in bacon pro- 
duction in the West has marked an 
epic in western agriculture and 
makes way for similar developments 
in other phases of agriculture in 
the future, he stated. Bacon export 
to Britain has jumped from 11,000.- 
000 pounds in 1931 to 600,000,000 
pounds in 1941. 

In the educational field Dr, “‘ew- 
fon stated that the need for more 
research and the need for the es- 
tablishment of a system in vhich 
the abilily to pay should not deter- 
mine the extent of a child's educa-

“We have been promised al] of 
the equipment we need and this 
brigade will have priority over all 
the rest of Canada. The men will 
Start with basic training, then will 
progressively advance to practical 
warfare, Street fighting, taking 
and holding beachheads, combatting 
enemy landing parties; all these will 
be included in the syllabus.”

When bombing planes shoot down 
fighter planes that is news, for the 
fighter planes are specially built to 
shoot down bombers. The unusual 
happened on Saturday when five 
American bombers, returning from a 
raid on Japanese troops in Celebes is- 
land, encountered a squadron of enemy 
“interceptor” planes. Nine of the lat- 
ter went down, against two of the 
bombers destroyed and one damaged. 

Two days before, U. S. planes took 
a hand in the fighting in Malaya, blast- 
ing a Japanese airfield near Penang, 
starting fires, and all returning safely 
to their base. And on Monday another 
squadron sank a Japanese cruiser and 
damaged a tanker, off the Philippines. 

This record shows that the United 
States air force is getting into action 
in numbers, since the operations cov- 
ered a wide range of sea and land. The 
efficiency of the men and their ma- 
chines is attested by the damage done 
to the enemy. And there is a sugges- 
tion that the new bombers used by 
them are well able to take care of 
themselves against the type of fighters 
used by their opponents. If so, the 
bombers can cruise at will without 
fighter escort, and the air superiority 
of the enemy is automatically endén- 
gered. 

It will be only a matter of time, 
measured in months, until for each 
United States plane now in the fighting 
zone there will be ten, later on a hun- 
dred. Since Tokyo based its plans on 
assumed command of the air, these 
early incidents in the struggle can be 
anything but welcome news. in that 
quarter.

War On Both Coasts 


2 eee 

The battle of the Atlantic has ap- 
parently been extended into the coastal 
waters of Canada and the United 
States, where enemy submarines have 
been active for a week, picking tankers 
for their victims when these could be 
found. That these are only “nuisance” 
raiders seems less likely than a few 
days ago. 

If the word “good” could be used in 
association with the unwarned sinking 
of merchant ships, this is good strat- 
egy. Every tanker sunk means not one 
but many fewer cargoes of oil for Allied 
planes, tanks and ships. And if United 
States naval forces had to be called in 
from mid-ocean to hunt U-boats in 
home waters, other submarines could 
do more damage along the sea ap- 
proaches to Britain. 

The submarines operating in the 
western Atlantic are three or four thou- 
sand miles from any home port. It is 
noted, too, that they are prodigal in the 
use of torpedoes. The almost necessary 
inference is that they are getting sup- 

lies of fuel and munitions from hidden 
Eases along the seaboard or from 
“mother” surface ships. Canadian and 
United States naval forces and air pat- 
rol craft will of course give attention to 
that probability, while they search the 
seas for the submersibles. The long- 
range raiders, it may be assumed, are 
having their hey-day now, and will be 
duly dealt with. 

But strange thoughts must now be 
stirring in the minds of those who were 
telling us not long ago that the Axis 
powers could not interfere in this hemi- 
sphere if they wanted to, that Canada 
had gone looking for trouble when it 
declared war, and the United States 
would be foolish to meddle in anything 
so remote as the row in Europe. Japan- 
ese submarines off California and:Ger- 
man or Italian submarines off New 
York supply the comment of the Axis 
chiefs on that kind of Polly Anna com- 
placency. 


Parliament 


Parliament meets tomorrow, to 
formaily close one session and open an- 
other. In war-time the Houses are al- 
ways in session, though not always 
sitting, the members subject to sum- 
mary call should a new development re- 
quire the passing of legislation or the 
making of new decisions which the Min- 
isters do not feel justified in making 
without consulting them. 

No one need wait for the Speech 
from the Throne to know what will be 
the big business of the new session. It 
will be the war business. The whole 
course of our national life—and of our 
individual lives as well—is dominated 
by the life-and-death struggle in which 
we are engaged. Production, trade, fi- 
nance, are all shaped and modified by 
war needs, Personal freedom of choice, 
in occupation and in the use of earn- 
ings, is restricted and must be till 
more restricted by regulations framed 
to preserve the national security with- 
out which this freedom could not exist 
in the future. 

Parliament will hear what progress 
has been made in enlarging our fight- 
ing forces, in producing munitions, in 
controlling inflation, in, adjusting in- 
comes to meet the changed conditions 
of living, in curtailing civilian supplies 
for war purposes; in all the unusual ac- 
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tivities which war has thrust upon the 
Government of this unprepared nation. 
So far, of course, as the disclosure of 
information will not be of advantage to 
the listening enemy. 

All this will lead up, as it must, to 
plans for the further expansion of our 
war effort, the more complete mobil- 
ization of our powers, human and ma- 
terial, for all-out exertion. Our war 
program is progressive, and has to be. 
That something approaching a miracle 
has already been accomplished in put- 
ting this unarmed and peace-loving 
country on a war footing is known. But 
what has been done is preliminary to 
what further can be done. There is 
always a chance to do something more. 
Even in Germany that is true—or Goer- 
ing and Goebbels are wasting their time 
calling upon Germans for more and 
still more intense activity and still larg- 
er sacrifices, 

Of necessity an evolutionary pro- 
gram is inescapable in a country where 
up to little more than two years a: 
we had no army, had never built air- 
planes or warships or tanks or heavy 
ped It will be the business of par- 
iament to decide and direct by what 
methods and along what lines this evo- 
lutionary process can be most -usefully 
speeded in the coming year. 

From the personal and very prac- 
tical point of view, not the least inter- 
esting item on the sessional agenda 
will be the announcement of what new 
taxation is to be imposed and what 
figures the national expenditure is like- 
ly to reach before the year is out. A 
national war-time budget has to be of 
the ‘‘open” type, the figures indicating 
only the foreseen outlay, which may be 
—and is intended to be—exceeded if 
planned undertakings can be carried 
out more rapidly than supposed, It 
will be fortunate if, without too heavy 
an increase in taxes—we can keep on 
paying three-quarters of the national 
outlay from current revenue, as has 
been done thus far.

Berlin announces that Germany, 
Italy and Japan have signed a new 
agreement providing for “proper and 
appropriate distribution of military 
forces in preparation for operations of 
great striking power which will be of 
outstanding significance.” Which prob- 
ably means Herr Hitler is going to call 
on Japan for military assistance.

Hitler Has 

Views of the German People 

Says Thompson 

By DOROTHY THOMPSON 
The German military strategist Karl 
von Clausewitz said: “War is the continua- 
tion of politics in another sphere.” That 
political factors are a major element in the 
winning or losing of a war is a reality: long 
Tecognized by jitaginative military brains. 

When Hitler attacked Russia he_ made 
a major political blunder, from the views 
point of internal German 
politics and world poli- 
tics, Until then, Hitler 
had presented the Nazi 
revolution to the masses 
of the people of the 
world as a movement of 
liberation against “pluto- 
cracy.” 

Inasmuch as there is a 
strong current among the 
masses of. the people 
everywhere in rebellion 
against commercial or speculative econ- 
omics--that has resulted in poverty in the 


midst of plenty, business cycles of boom 
and depression, labor and capital (money) 
regarded as commodities to ‘be controlled 
by price rather than invested for the wel- 
fare of the whole of society—Hitler’s pro- 
paganda struck sharply into the ranks of 
workers, And in all countries the workers 
are the core of the productive system 
which shares with the armies, also recruit- 


ed from the masses of the people, respons- 
ibility for the successful outcome of the 


war. 
Collaboration 


The conclusion of the Russo-German 
pact, and the succeeding months of what 
seemed like collaboration between the two 
“revolutionary” powers, broke down the 
resistance of the masses of workers in 
France and elsewhere, And it immensely 
lifted the morale inside Germany, where 
the masses, of industrial workers were, to 
qome degree, pro-Russian. 

Actually, the greatest possible reason 
for fear would have been an outright alli- 
ance between Germany and Russia. That 
alliance would have had every aspect of

Benign Social Objective Greatest “ 


Driving Force in Peace 


Or in War - 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 

Looking at the whole picture of the 
war in the very slight perspective our 
nearness permits us to achieve, we must 
come to the conclusion that the most 
amazing part of the entire conflict has 
been the rehabilitation of Russia, proved 
beyond question by the stern quality of 
her resistance. 

It is evident to the most casual observ- 
er that some mysterious ferment has been 
working in the Russian 
nation since the last war 
and that the Russians 
have acquired some new 
driving force they did not 
possess in 1914 or sub- 
sequent combatant years. 

In 1914, they were 
poorly led. They lacked 
fighting spirit. Graft and 
corruption were said to 
be rampant in their army 
structure, Altogether, the 
Russian war effort in 
1914 was not far short of 
an exceedingly tragic joke. 

This time, the Russians have proved 
themselves to be the equals of the Ger- 
mans, In organization, in strategy and in 
individual fighting force, they have suc- 
cessfully resisted the greatest war machine 
ever ee together in the history of man. 

What has effected this transformation? 
What specific force has rehabilitated the 
Russian nation and the Russian people? 


Soclal Objective 


Communists have hastened to ascribe 
the Russian miracle to the peculiar re- 
cuperative powers of Communism. They 
have said that any nation which chooses 
te enter upon the Communist experiment 
will undergo a similiar rehabilitation. 

There is a powerful element of truth 
in this declaration. And yet it repre- 
sents a flagrant error jn logic. To prescribe 
Communism holus-bolus, for debilitated 
nations is to confuse the intention with 
the accomplishment. 

If Communism itself were the soverign 
panacea for national debility, how would 
one explain the driving force behind the 
Germans who, from the ideological view- 
point, have adopted a completely anti- 
thetical formula? 

The secret of national rehabilitation is 
to be found neither in Communism nor in 
Naziism, but in the factors that are com- 
mon in the two. And the one common 
factor that gives both of them their 
power and stands out above everything 
else, is the factor of organized social ob- 
jective. 

Both are powerful and effective be- 
cause they express the world rebellion of 
the masses against those economic forces 
which destroy the social security of the 
common man. 

Russia’s performance in the war is 
valuable from a military standpoint. It is 
far more valuable from a moral stand- 
point. It is important because it sharply 
draws our attention to the fact that a 
moral] social objective, that is to say a 
social objective with benign implications, 
tends definitely to mobilize the most 
powerful forces within any nation. 


No Endorsement 

This argument is not in any way to be 
construed as an endorsement of either 
German or Russian Communism. 

While German Naziism has this aspect 
of social objective, that objective has 
been stultified and even negated by con- 
current Nazi theories and methods. 

Hitler has mobilized German public 
opinion and aroused German zeal by hold- 
ing up a benign social objective before his 
people. The fact that he has perverted

that zeal and poisoned that public opinion 
to promote his own selfish ends does not 
detract in any way from the admitted 
potency of the force he has stirred up. 
His greatest sin lies in limiting the bene- 
fits of his social objective to what he 
calls his own chosen race. 

Similarly, the beneficent qualities of 
Russian Communism: have probably been 
put to some evil ends. We cannot sub- 
scribe to many of the by-products, intel- 
lectual and spiritual, of Communism. 

Curiously, the Russians have sinned in 
a manner directly opposed to the offence 
committed by Hitler. They, at least, burn 
to share their discovery with the world. 
But what they insisted, in years past, on 
giving to the world was not their social 
Objective, which was the essence of their 
program, but their own peculiar form 
and by-product of it, which is Commun- 


ism. 
Confusion 


Both the Russians and Germans have 
confused the essential issue of their sovial 
programs by giving them a religious im-. 
plication. 

Hitler built up, by a synthesis of pagan 
legend, naturalistic philosophy and _ his 
own overweening ambition, a form of Nazi 
ethics, 

Because his conception of religion was 
limited to its appearance in Christian 
ethics, he began to think of Christianity 
as a system competitive to his own. ° 

This was the gravest error for two 
reasons; first, because Christianity is far 
more than a code of ethics and, s€condly, 
because his antagonism to Christianity de- 
prived the German people of that spirit- 
ual balance essential to the working out of 
any social program and the intelligent and 
benign employment of the national] zeal 
stimulated in the process. 

Russia made the same mistake. She 
began to conceive of her political and 
economic system as a religious system. 
Consequently, her national zeal, until, by 
accident, it was focussed on one supreme 
purpose, was largely dissipated in fruitless 
theorizing and sometimes offensive pro- 
selytizing. 

Both Germany and Russia have had a 
tremendous weapon in their hands. Both 
have misused it, Germany in a vicious 
and violent way, Russia in an experiment- 
al way. 

Nevertheless, enough has been said to 
show that the source of both the German 
and Russian vitality is a virile social ob- 
jective—they promised something definite 
and worthwhile to their people. 

T have tried, perhaps not so success- 
fully, to show how that vitality, in Ger- 
many since the war, and in Russia before 
the war, has been abused. 


Russian Lesson 


Russia has made mistakes. We have 
been mistaken, in equal degree, about 
Russia. 

Putting aside the relatively inconse- 
quentia) by-products of Communism, we 
ean still Jearn a valuable lesson from it. 
That lesson js this: 

That if we want to instil into our 
Democracy that same vitality possessed 
by Communism, if we want to make it a 
living and irresistible principle, we have 
got to give it the same socia] obiective for 
which, in Russia, people are willing to die. 

We have got to release our peonle 
from the burden of financial tyranny. We 
have got to rescue them from the spectre 
of social insecurity. 

Sooner or later, the war, in its broader 
implications, will boil down to this: 

That victory will rest on the banners 
of that nation which offers to the masses 
of the world the greatest social rewards. 

This is the lesson taught by Russia. It 
is time we began to learn it—and to im- 
plement it in positive planning and legis- 
ation, 


The Alibi 


invincibility. For Russia’s geographic 
position and immense land area, that 
stretches to the heart of the Eurasian com- 
plex and to the Pacific, put her in an un- 
Tivalled strategical position. Her inter- 


national policy gives her allies inside all 
countries, 

The advantage that both countries 
possess for political warfare is that they 
are the meccas of international move- 
ments. And during the apparent honey- 
moon of the brief. pact, both movements 
presented themselves as agents of the rising 
working classes, whose demand for a 
stronger status in the body of society is the 
outstanding characteristic of our century. 


Off the Course 


The attack on Russia veered the most 
effective Nazi propaganda off the course 
it had been successfully pursuing, and 
left Nazism clearly revealed for what it is: 
an intensely reactionary movement, steal- 
ing democratic and socialist slogans, for 
the purpose of seducing the masses of the 
peoples of the world into military and in- 
dustrial feudalism, under German hege- 
mony. 

The attack of Japan on the United 
States further clarified the situation, for 
it was made only after the war party, 
which, at the same time represents the 
most intransigent feudal elements in 
Japan, had come into power, 

And. the repercussions were noticeable 
all over the world. The flare of sabotage 
in the occupied countries was a first result. 
It emanated from two sources. First, from 
the European Slavs who have always re- 
garded Russia as the mother of all the 
Slavs. And second, in the occupied coun- 
tries, from those who had been apathetic 
and confused by the existence of the 
Russo-German pact, wondering whether 
perhaps Nazism and Communism together 
were not, indeed, some “Wave of the 


Future.” 
Picture Changed 


The alignment of Germany-Japan 
versus Britain, China, Russia and Amer- 
ica changes the entire political constella- 
tion. It puts military and industrial feu- 
dalism on one side, and political freedom, 
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Misjudged Social «: 


national liberation, socialism and dee 


mocracy on the other, 

This somewhat terrifies our conserva- 
tives, But it puts the sense of the future, 
amongst the masses of the people of the 
world, on our side, and this is an asset of 
incaleulable power. For if by socialism, 
one means that the resources and labor 
of nations are going to be used for the 
welfare of the people of this earth, and 
not chiefly for a limited caste or for specu- 
lators, then socialism js synonymous with 
the world’s conscience and intelligence. 

The problem is to discover how the 
economic order can be purged of indus- 
trial feudalism and transformed into a free 
industrial society fulfilling its obligations 
to mankind, with the least amount of dis- 
location. And it must be determined how 
political liberty, personal freedom and 
creative personal initiative can find their 
place in such an order, along with recog- 
nition of the fact of nationality. 

Mark of Victofy 

Whatever fighting nation, or siliance of 
nations, can first offer the peoples of the 
world a solution of their problems in har- 
mony with the realities of the twentieth cen- 
tury, and the welling desire of the insecure 
for a reasonable existence, will win this war, 
if not by arms, then by popular risings, 


But this means that during the war we 
must develop more clearly the outlines of 
such a society. Those who advise that we 
freeze our changing social order as of 
December 7th are counselling a course that 
will prolong the war's end, not hasten it, 
and make it more costly, not less. 

If fearing our Russian allies we fail to 
develop new ideas, more acceptable to the 
main currents of European thought than 
those of the Russians, only then shall we 
risk seeing the Soviet the only heir to this 
war. The timid reactionaries are likely 
to push us into a pallid Fascism, which 
might lose us the war on the French pat- 
tern, or open the gates to a revolt which 
is the last thing they want. 

The problem of the man who lives con- 
sciously in his century is to find the syn- 
thesis for which the world is waiting.

Your several front-page editorials on 
Social Security, and especially Old Age 
Pensions deserve the highest praise from 
all right-thinking citizens, be they old 
or young. 

Certainly the Old Age Pension law 
should be charged from top to bottom be- 
ginning with its name, from “Old Age 


Pension” to the name of “Aged Citizens’ 
Reward” or “Pioneers’ Reward,” or some 
name more suitable to take all the em- 
barrassing, begging sting out of the very 
necessary reward and justice due our 
worthy uged pioneers who pushed civiliza- 
tion to the back lands, worked, slaved, 
paid taxes with frost-bitten fingers and 
opened up this “last great West.” 3 

The next worst feature, (apart from 
the paltry amount of pension) is the red 
tape and rules in connection with obtain- 
ing pensions, and after receiving same.

But under the Old Age Pension law, if 
a citizen is tough enough to live seventy 
years in this cold country, he’ has to pass a 
searching examination and be visited 
yearly by a (necessity of rules) snooping 
inspector, to see if perchance someone with 
a kind hand had given the poor old chap 
a_ second shirt or a Christmas present of 
$51.00. 

The Bulletin plan of a pension or re- 
ward to all over a fixed age should work 
OK by having an income tax to collect 
back the amount of pension if not merited, 
and an orderly tax on remainder of ine 
come. This would enable the law to do 
justice to the people in different provinces, 
due to the different set-up or situation. 

_ The Bulletin editorial of January 
eighth is also timely and true. It is headed 
“Social Security.” Social Security, to my 
mind, is the key to open a better world. 
The fear of non-security, be it caused by 
sickness, unemployment, or old age some 
time in the future, is the root of most of 
our evil. It is a constant headache, a drag, 
a break on what should be a cheerful 
happy life. It is a prompter to mean chis- 
eling, greedy deals, and often criminal 
acts, a piling up for a rainy day. The 
“Golden Rule” is forgotten, everyone out 
for himeglt, and the devil take the hinder- 
most. 

We speak of fighting for democracy, 
liberty and freedom, and sing “Britons 
never shall be slaves,” Well, what have 
we? 

Democracy, oh, what sins are done in 
thy name!

Cabinet Hears 


Treck and bus drivers in Al-

| cabinet were told Tuesday by 
Larry O'Connell, Toronto, inter- 

| nationat vice-president of the 
street railway and bus drivers’ 
union. 

Mr. O'Connell was a member of 
a delegation from the Alberta Fed- 
eration of Labor which presented a 
brief outlining.a legislative program 
which’ it urged the provincial gov- 
ernment to implement. 

The delegation, headed by Alfred 
Farmilo, president of the federation, 
received a sympathetic hearing 
from the cabinet and was advised 
by Premier William Aberhart that 
many of its proposals already were 
being undertaken by gradual meth- 
ods, while others would be: imple- 
mented as quickly as conditions 
permitted. 


CAN'T ORGANIZE 

Mr. O'Connell stated that bus 
drivers, besides having to operate 
for Jong hours without sleep, had 
been subject to attempts by the op- 
erating companies to frustrate their 
efforts to organize. He urged that 
legislation be passed making com- 
pulsory a rest of at least eight 
hours between every day or night 
trip. 

C..E, Marriott of the Edmonton 
fire fighters union, urged upon the 
government legislation giving fire- 
men the same protection in compen- 
sation claims as is given to miners. 
When a miner is found dead at his 
work, he is given the benefit of the 
doubt in compensation claims as to 
whether his death resulted from pis 
work.

We wonder how many Christ- 
mas toys are still intact?

But what of those wonderful toys 
bought with such glad anticipation 
of the children’s pleasure? Have 
they, tov, been mishandled and 
thrown about and destroyed? Or 
did you rescue them for future use? 

Destruction — melicious, irre- 
sponsible destruction — tnn't 
causeless behavior and we do the 
children an injustice when we 
punish them and ignore what lies 
behind their conduct, They de- 
stroy what they do not enjoy and 
this destruction may be their 
only means of expressing such 
emotion as indifference, bore- 
dom, annoyance or revengeful- 
hess. 

The indifferetice might well be 
the result of having been given too 
many toys so that each diminished 


in importance and interest. That 
is, fortunately, a situation over 
which parents have control. They 


can put away some .toys to be pre- 
sented later when the old familiar 
ones have lost their appeal. 

Boredom might result if the boys 
received were designed for a 
younger child. The owner, finding 
no incentive to play with blocks or 
toys with which he had played 
many times in the past, would treat 
them roughly, getting excitement 
out of destruction, 

Not boredom, but irritation, might 
be the emotion inspired by a toy 
which was at the moment beyond 
the child’s understanding and cap- 
acity for enjoyment. Those com- 
plicated sectional toys, those mat- 
erials for making airplanes or boats 
or whatnot can be thrilling only if 
the child is old enough to use his 
imagination and construct them ac- 
cording to plan. 

While revenge seema to be a 
far-fetched reason for destructive- 
ness, we do know that things can 
represen, people. The toy which 
reminds a child of nothing but the 
tart-voiced, critical relative who 
presented it would get the same 
treatment the child would like to 
sive to the givers. 

All of these possibilities need 
consideration before one metes out 
ready punishment because, as his 
mother says, “Willy is such a des- 
tructive child,”

Addresses 


More than 50 members of Le 
Cercle Francais at the University 
of Alberta heard addresses by Mr. 
E. J. H. Greene and Mr. H. Jacobs, 
both of the French department of 


the university, at their meeting in 


St, Joseph's College one afternoon 


recently. 

Both the speakers told of how 
they escaped from occupied coun- 
tries during the war. 

Thrilling was the only word for 
Mr. Greene’s tale of how he es- 
caped from Paris only twenty-four 
hours before the Nazis took over 


the city. Leaving his thesis for his 


Ph.D. in the basement of a Parisian 
home. Mr. Greene escaped from the 
city on a bicycle. He travelled south 
for almost a week sleeping in hay- 
stacks or stables for any other ac- 
commodation was impossible as 
about half the population of Paris 
to say nothing of Dutch and Belgian 
refugees were travelling in the 
same direction, 

Reaching Tours Mr. Greene re- 
lated how he just managed to catch 
the last train leaving for Bordeaux. 
“I finished my trip to the southern 
coast of France with an American 
and his wife. In the back seat of 
an ancient car they had their four 
cats, a dog and all their luggage. 
To our horror we missed what was 
supposed to be the last boat to Eng- 
land, and we were in despair. Fate 
was with us, however, and a few 
days later we disembarked for that 
haven—England.” 

The second speaker for the after- 
noon, Mr. Jacobs, also had an ex- 
citing story to tell about his ex- 
perience in war-torn Europe. Mr 
Jacobs was in Germany only a year 
before the war broke.out. “At the 
time of Munich,” said Mr. Jacobs, 
“the situation for foreigners became 
uncomfortable in Germany.” Every- 
where there were signs of the com- 
ing struggle. Mr. Jacobs travelled 
to Norway and hence to Sweden, 
where he tried to get passage home. 
The securing of a ticket proved 
to be no easy matter, but efter 
great difficulty Mr. Jacobs got ac- 
commodation on a boat for Eng: 
land,

| party, do everything in its power to 
have adequate legislation providing 
|for reducing the interest rates and 
to do away with the fighting and 
bickering which has been going on 
There must be a reasonable solu- 
‘tion to the impasse which has now 
been reached,” he said. 

“Reduction of interest rates is a 
matter for the Dominion govern- 
ment,” Mr. Maclean asserted and 
added that “wailst the Dominion is 
doubtless loath to give the right to 
the Social Credit government to cut 
interest rates because the Social 
Credit government might use the 
right to turn it to political pur- 
poses,” the Dominion, in placing the 
whole matter before the courts, 
would allow for an equitable solu- 
tion to the problem.

“In speaking to you today of the 
provincial government and the 
courts, I say that it is a very sad 
thing that within the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations, there should 
be a large body of government

that both the government itself and 
a large part of the Social Credit 
party, actually believe that the 
courts are against them; that the 
courts have prevented their efforts 
ti carry out Social Credit and that 
the courts have been playing politics 
to aid the side of finance.

A board had been set lp, un- 
der the first act, and before any one 
could sue for old debts incurred 
prior to 1936 and before action could 
be taken, it was necessary to gel a 
license from the Debt Adjustment 
Board, the board granting no per- 
mit without insisting that the rate 
of interest be cut wherever it was 
over five per cent. 

“The act allowed for reduction of 
excess interest rates and gave the 
deserving debtor time to pay. The 
act also disallowed the previous 
provincial government Statute of 
Limitation under which no debts 
older than six years could be col- 
lected. ; 

“The court declared the Debt Ad- 
justment Act invalid and with it 
went the disallowance of the Statute 
of Limitation, The result was that 
debts extended beyond the six-year 
period during the legislation, were 
uncollectable under the previous 
act, 

“Under the Orderly Payment of 
Debdts Act, farmers and city people 
not in a position to pay their debts 
were allowed to make pro-tem pay- 
ments according to their circum- 
stances. A scale was established for 
that purpose. That act was also de- 
clared ultra vires by the courts. 


MORATORIUM IN EFFECT 


“Now a moratorium oh debis 
made prior to July 1, 1936 has been 
declared by the Social: Credit gov- 
ernment. It is a bad thing for every- 
body, and I don't know that anybody 
wants it. 

“The Liberals have got to suggest 
something to take care of the debtor. 
Some concrete suggestions might be 
brought to the attention of our mem- 
bers in the legislature.

U.F.A. Reports 
Co-Op. Surplus 
Of $85,288.85 


The accumulated surplus of the 
U.F.A. Central Co-Operative As- 
sociation Ltd., stands at $85,288.85, 
according to figures read when the 
annual report of the Co-Operative 
was presented to delegates at the 


U.F.A. convention Wednesday 
forenoon. 


The report indicated that in spite 
of several militating factors during 
1941, especially . the restrictions- of 
the oil controller for Canada ana 
the unusual crop season, the pro- 
gress of the Central co-operative has 
been most gratifying. 

In spite of oj] controller restric- 
tions the sale of gasoline during 1941 
increased by 6.41 per cent over the 
1940 sales. 


BULK PURCHASES 


Poor crops, bad harvest. weather 
and a greater use of combines caused 
a considerable decrease in the sale 
of binder twine during 1941, the re- 
port revealed. Handlings during 1941 
amounted to 853,906 pounds as com- 
pared with 1,600,000 pounds the pre- 
vious year. 

There has been a tendency re- 
cently on the part of farmers to 
increase their purchases through 

the co-operative of numerous bulk 
Products such as feed, salt, and 
coal. Carlot orders for cedar posts 
have also been increased to such 
an extent that difficulty was found 
in filling the orders. 


There was considerable expansion | 
in connection (with handling of 
Maple Leaf oil products during the 
year, In Edmonton the U.F.A. Co- 
Op. Service No. 2 was opened and 
the new central plant at Calgary was 
enlarged considerably. 


LIVESTOCK AGENCY 

_ The board announced enthus- 
lasm over their participation in 
assisting with setting up a central 
selling agency for livestock in. the 
province, The board believes that 
the service given to the livestock 
men of this province in the setting 
up of a central selling agency more 
than justified the expenditure en- 
tailed. 

It announced that headway had 
becn made during the year in 
setting un implement co-opera- 
tive associations in the province. 
Five new associations had been 
formed to add to the one in the 
Wetaskiwin district that was 
formed the previous year, 

The board reported a year much 
busier than usual necessitating the 
calling of many extra meetings to 
discuss problems arising out of oil 
restrictions, licensing policies, re- 
newal of contract with Maple Leaf 
Petroleum Lid, changes in staff 
personnel due to the war, and ex- 
pansion of the warehouse and store.

US. Provides 
Seed Market 
Growers Told 


A large market for registered 
gtain and forage crop seed is 
waiting for Alberta producers in 
the United States, members of the 
Alberta Seed Growers’ Associa- 
tion were told by A. T. Sinclair, 
secretary-treasurer, at their an- 
nual meeting, held Tuesday in the 
Masonic Temple. 

Mr. Sinclair gave a review of a 
recent trip he took through the 
United States, in which he made a 
survey of the seed situation, 

“The Canadian forage crop seed 
standard is high,” he said, “and the 
United States want to get seed from 
Canada. I believe this is an oppor- 
tune time for Alberta farmers to 
get into the production of good 
registered sced.” : 

The meeting passed a resolution 
urging the federal and provincial 
governments to obtain more 
equitable freight rates for seed 
grain from the Peace River coun- 
try. It was pointed out at the 
meeting that the present rates for 
seed were: Calgary to lakehead, 
5214 cents per 100 Ibs.; Edmonton 
to lakehead, 53!4 cents; Athabasca 
to lakehead, 56 cents; Grande 
Prairie to lakehead, 76 cents. 

A special committee to carry on 
negotiations for improved freight 
rates was appointed. The commit- 
teemen are Arthur Smith, Wem- 
bley; Percy Clubine, Grande 
Prairie, and Arnold Burgess, Beav- 
erlodge. ’
